Midnight mass, celebrated but few times 
fin a century by the Roman Ca ‘holic 
church, was held at Trinity Epi. .vpal 
church this morning in conformity with a 
Christmas custom of eighteen years’ stand- 
ing. 

Trinity is a Protestant Episcopal church 
—so0 say the title pages of its prayer 
books and hymn books—but the emphasis 
is not placed on the first of the two 
words,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2%.—Gazing into a 
mirror when the ship fs being rocked by 
heavy waves is the cure for seasickness dis- 
covered by Signor Des Planches, the Italian 
ambassador, when he came over from 
Europe on the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. 

After being seized with seasickness, the 
ambassodar found himself looking .at his 
own reflection in a mirror. He at once be- 
gan to feel better. 

Noticing the improvement, he continued 
to gaze in the mirror, and the longer he 
looked the better he became. The observa- 
tion was prolonged until @ cure was ef- 
fected. 

The explanation of seasickness jis that 
the constantly changing horizon, now high, 
now low, as the inexperienced voyager 
looks out at the sea line, causes a feeling 
of vertigo. By steadily gazing into a mir- 
ror the changing of horizons is reflected 
a surface equal in every plane and the 
eye loses the consciousness of the change. 

Ambassador Des Planches js unable to 
say whether the mirror treatment will cure 
seasickness resulting from other causes 
than a changing horizon line.

But Declines to Meet His Managers’ 
Bills, Though Hotel Wanted to 
Hold His Trunks.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Mascagni would not 
appear in public again in this country for 
$10,000 an hour. He feels that America has 
dishonored him. Yesterday he provided 
funds out of his own pocket wherewith to 
pay for the transportation of his entire or- 
chestra back to Italy. Almost within the 
hour he refused an offer of a princely sum 
to go to Detroit to fill a’ week's engage- 
ment. 

“I do not care ever to play here again,” 
Was Mascagni’s telegram. ; 

The members of the orchestra, 82 in num- 
ber, left Chicago yesterday for New York, 
where they will take passage on the first 
steamer for home. The money for their 
transportation and expenses was advanced 
to the Italian consul, Count Rozwadowski, 
by Mascagni, out of the $6000 he received 
On Monday from his bankers in Rome. 

“Mascagni feels that his honor is at 
Stake with his musicians,’’ said his friend, 
C. Marchetti. “He has a splendid repu- 
tation-in his own country; he cannot af- 
ford to let it suffer through the discom- 
fort of the members of his orcnestra. 

“These men who left Chicago today al- 
most worship their leader. They feel with 
him that he has been persecuted in this 
country, outraged wherever he has turned. 
The many incidents have been mere pin 


pricks, but they have stung. Sued in one 
place, arrested in another, and stranded 


in a third, he finally succumbs to sick- 
ness. He has abandoned the fight, a 
broken-hearted man.”’

Menace His Capital. : 


WILLMSTAD, Island of Curacao, Dec. 
25.—President Castro’s troubles multiply.

He will take the fleld tomorrow in an at- 
tempt to suppress the revolution again He 
has performed that feat ten times in sur- 
cession, and has confidence in his°ability to 
repeat it.

The revoiutionists, strengthened by the 
impossibility of the government's suppress- 
ing the smuggling of arms and ammuni- 
tion into the country and by the fact that 
it has no longer any fleet at its disposal, 
have made answer to President Castro's 
proposition that they turn their arms 
against the foreigners who have attacked 
Venezuela by referring him to Gen. Matos, 
their only chief capable of dealing with the 
matter. The rebels have regained courage. 
The government which signed them with 
an armistice of 10 days, which ends today, 
has 3800 men at Barquisimeto and 2300 near 
Caracas, but all others who had enrolled 
themselves to fight against the foreigners 
have retired.

Wm. Slee Severely Wounded. 


by Edward Canty. 


ASSAILANT IS 70 YEARS OLD 


Edward Canty, a saloonkeeper, who lives 
at 238 St. Louis avenue, was waiting for 
& car at 7th and Olive streets, about 11:30 
o'clock last night, when two young men 
came up and one of them ts alleged to have 
Slapped him on the back. Canty wheeled 
about, thinking he was about to be held 
up, and fired several shots from a revol- 
ver, one of the bullets striking William 
G. Slee of 3869 Windsor place in the neck. 

Bullets whistled merrily for a moment 
or two in the crowd of shoppers and there 
was almost a panic, but the police came 
and arrested Canty, the wounded man 
Slee and his companion, Louis F. Bent 
of 2173 Linton avenue. . 


Canty conducts a saloon at 308 North 
Levee and had nis arms filled with Christ- 
mas presents. He is 70 years old. He de- 
clares that he shot in self-defense and 
that the two young men, he thought, in- 
tended to rob him. 

Brent denies that robbery was intended. 
He says he and Slee were awaiting a car 
and noticed that the old man had been 
drinking and began to chide him. Slee 
slapped Canty on the baok, he says, the 
saloonkeeper retaliating and being knocked 
down for his pains. Then he fired, Brent 
said, and Slee fell with the wound in his 
neck. Both young men are employed by 
the Wabash railroad company, they as- 
sert. 

Canty said he had the proceeds of the 
day's business in his pockets when the 
men approached and when they came close 
to him, he thought the hand of one was 
Slipped in his pocket. He was very ex- 
cited. 

After the shooting, Slee was removed to 
the City Hospital, where {it was said the 
wound .is serious, and the other two are 
held as prisoners pending further investi- 
gation. 

At the City Hspital this morning Skee ws 
resting easily, but the physicians said the 
wound in h neck was dangerous and 
might result fatally. 

He told about the same story that his 
companion, Bent, told at the police sta- 
tion. He and Bent, he said, had been out 
celebrating and had imbibed considerably 
before they met Canty. 

Skee denied that they attempted to rob 
Canty. He said they had no idea that 
Canty had much money on his person and 
that they just slapped him on the back 
for fun. 

‘About all I remember,” said Skee, ‘4s 
that there was a fight, some blows were 
struck and I was knocked down.” 

At the Citv Hosnital the injured man 
gave his name as William Murphy and 
said he is an Englishman.
